We need not wonder 
that the drones among us, who have 
siweys been seeking io obtain the greatest 
possible compensation for the least possi- 
ble amount of work, are jealousof the 
advent of the Japanese and Ohimese to 
the lazy man's paradise. All will be 
changed soon, unless Congres, for politi- 
cal reasohs, shall lay its paralyzing hand 
upon Asistic immigration.

The Japanese, 
without depending at all upon agents und
